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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
There is no teaching or suggestion in the art of record disclosing a silicon 
semiconductor substrate comprising a plane inclined from a 1 10 plane as a main 
surface of the substrate and a series of steps arranged at an atomic level substantially 
along a 1 10 orientation on the main surface, wherein at least most ones of the series of 
steps extend continuously along the main surface of the substrate. Both independent 
claims 1 and 5 contain such allowable subject matter and are therefore deemed 
allowable along with their dependent claims 2-4 and 6-1 1 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
